Welfare Couneil Reports 


Heavy Tide of Seasonal 
Dependency 


OTTAWA, Jan. 5—Although re- | 
lief figures now stand at a new 
low for recent years, Canada is 
still faced with serious problems 
of unemployment and dependency 
Q@ccording to “The Relief Outlook | 
fn Ccnada,” an annual review 
prepared by the Canadian Welfare | 
council, 

The council, national clearing | 
house for social agencies, headed | 
by F. N. Stapleford, Toronto, ana- 
lyzes relief figures for the past 
seven years and concludes: 

“There is a heavy tide of season- 
able dependency in Canada that en- 
gulfs 300,000 to 400,000 individuals 
each year in recurring dependency 
on public aid; that involves an un- 
ascertained number in idleness and 
dissipation of savings and reserves 
hat must affect some 150,000 adult 
workers. 

“This is a load that Canada must 
plan to carry in her ordinery 
stride, apart from econgmic col- 
lapse or drought.” 

900,000 ON RELIEF 

The total of relief recipients in 
Canada for December, including 
the drought areas, is estimated by 
the council at 900,000, in any case 
not more than 925,000. This com- 
pared with officially recorded totals 
of 1,043,166 in November and 1,118,- 
552 in December of 1936. 

“When it is realized that in thin 
year's total the Saska®hewan 
drought area supplies approxi- 
mately 200,000 persons as against 

110,000 to 125,000 at the same time 
last year,” the report states, “the 
net improvement in the general 
situation, outside this stricken 
plain, suggests approximately 
200,000 to 225.000 fewer persons 
dependent on public funds for 
material sustenance. 


“From the high of March, 1937 
this represents a net reduction of 
nore than 400,000 in the aid totals, 


a reduction substantially greater, 
were the drought totals adjusted.

HE TELLS THE WORLD 

Admiral Nobumasa Suetsugu, Japan’s minis- 
ter of the interior, has obligingly informed the 
world, and the white race in particular, what 
Japan has in store for it. His interview, pub- 
lished in a Japanese magazine, has been pub- 
lished in summary in the world press, and Cana- 
dians and others are thus given an authoritative 
statement on what are the aims of Japan and 
how it proposes to attain its great objective; to- 
ward which ultimate goal the conquest of China 
is of course only a first step. 

The language of the Admiral’s semi-official 
ultimatum to the universe rather reminds one of 
the broadcast of a retired officer on a recent 
ceremonial occasion, who discovered that the 
fleet was “all lit up.” But unless thus explained 
by his colleagues, there is no reason to suppose 
that this is mere froth-blowing by a sailor who 
has found the New Year jollification upsetting 
to his emotional equilibrium. On the contrary, 
what he says accords only too well with the dis- 
regard for foreigners and foreign interests that 
has marked the Japanese operations in China. 

The key-note of the Admiral’s New Year 
message is that Japan has a “mission” to recon- 
struct the world on a new pattern, in which the 
white man’s civilisation will take second place 
and play a very minor role. He says it is Japan's 
“mission” to put an end to the “hegemeny” of 
the white race.

THE JAPANESE SPREAD 


According to the chairman of the United 
States’ Senate Territorial Committee, there is 
little chance of Hawaii becoming a State so long 
as the Japanese in Hawaii owe allegiance to 
Japan as well as to the U.S.A. Experience in the 
Philippine Islands has evidently made Washing- 
ton wary. Since the passing of the Philippine In- 
dependence Act some 15,000 Japanese have set- 
tled in Davao.

The most important thing you want to know 
about your liver is that you could not live with- 
out it. That is, your liver is absolutely essential 
to your life. 

The liver is the largest gland in the body and 
differs from other organs in that it has a double 
blood supply. The second blood supply comes to 
it by way of the portal circulation. This repre- 
sents a wonderful safeguard provided by Nature 
as it means that poisons taken from the intestines 
will reach the liver, where they are scsked up 
and many of them changed into harmless sub- 
stances before they have a chance to reach the 
general circulation and be carried all over the 
body. In this way the liver acts as a purifying 
agent. 

The liver also helps you to use starches and 
sugars. Another duty of the liver is to take 
worn-out blood cells and break them down, 
storing part of the valuable iron obtained in this 
way, for later use. The liver is even thrifty 
enough to use part of the old red blood cells in 
making bile, a substance necessary to normal 
digestion.
